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Avoiding school building 



Rigid" boundary lines reflecting 
neighborhood structure and traditional 
classroom configurations are taking a 
second place these days in the 
operation of the modern primary 
educational system to the need for 
equal classroom size and efficient 
utilization of resources. 

When parents hold to old ways, like 
maintenance of the neighborhood 
school concept and adherence to the 
standard K-8 classroom organization, 
they frequently find themselves at odds 
with educators and their local school 
administration. 

That was the case in Antioch recently 
when the school elected to reconfigure 
class groupings to even out disparate 
classroom construction. Population 
shifts had resulted in class sizes 
ranging from 17 to 32. 

Dr. Donald Skidmore, superintendent 



of the district, took considerable abuse 
during public hearings on recon- 
figurations. The final .decision was 
made on the basis of the organization 
best serving the needs of the district 
and providing for future growth, -v 

Skidmore stressed that construction 
should be avoided whenever possible 
considering today's building costs of 
$65,000 to $70,000 each when adding 
additional classrooms or. $200,000 per 
room for new construction. Curriculum 
benefits and financial considerations 
more than offset whatever benefits can 
be derived from a "walk to school 
approach. 

With just about every youngster 
riding a bus to school, Antioch feels it 
will achieve maximum space 
utilization, a fulfilling curriculum and 
equalization of classroom size that is so 
important these days in negotiating 
teacher contracts..

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Cautious first step 

Editor: 

The recently signed Intermediate 
Nuclear Forces (INF) Treaty between 
the United States and the Soviet Union 
is a cautious but important first step in 
the global effort to reduce the threat of 
nuclear war. The United States, and our 
Senators in particular, should move 
quickly to approve the treaty without 
adding crippling amendments. 

While it would reduce the super- 
powers' nuclear arsenals by only three 
percent, the INF Treaty represents a 
significant step toward U.S.-Soviet 
cooperation and away from the com- 
petition and brinkmanship that has* 
characterized the nuclear arms race 
for the last several years. In addition, 
the precedent-setting on-site ver- 
ification provisions contained in the 
treaty will help pave the way for an 
even more important agreement to 
reduce the superpowers' enormous 
strategic nuclear arsenals. 

At the same time, support for the INF 
Treaty should be coupled with support 
for restraints on strategic weapons. 
Congress must not allow support for the 
INF Treaty to become a smokescreen 
behind which the arms race in strategic 
weapons continues to accelerate. 
Without the existing constraints ori 
offensive and defensive strategic 
weapons, the weapons included in the 
INF Treaty could be easily replaced by 
strategic weapons and the treaty's 
significant step forward replaced by a 
major step back.

The treatment recommended by the doctor will depend on the severity of the 
condition. .Fibrocystic breast disease by Its very nature is cyclical, so symptoms that maybe mild at one point in the 
patient's life can become more severe later. 

The condition usually declines during pregnancy and nursing. It may even disappear during these times and never 
return. Hormonal and pain medication may be prescribed, and if In conjunction with premenstrual syndrome, alter- 
native medications may be prescribed. r 3 ' 

Dietary recommendations and vitamin supplementation have also been utilized with success In many instances. 
The [doctor. might also suggest wearing loose clothing and a welt-padded bra. Lastly, if there are one or more large 
cysts or "suspicious" nodules, the doctor may recommend a minor surgical procedure (aspiration or biopsy).

The jobs frequently 
involve door-to-door 
sales of chemical 
products, such as 
cleaning solutions that 
promise miracle results, 
but fail to live up to ex- 
pectations. 

The companies will 
place an appealing ad in 
local newspapers with a 
phone number to set up 
an interview. Out-of-state 
companies will usually 
rent a local motel room 
for a few days and 
conduct interviews there. 



They pressure above- 
average young people 
into joining their com- 
pany with promises of 
good salary, training, 
cash advances and 
travel. 

However, these people 
usually learn the work is 
on commission and soon 
they are pressured to 
meet sales quotas. 
Sometimes the company 
will not pay the person if 
the sales quota has not 
been met.

Sewerage treatment costs could 
triple for area homeowners from the 
current $10 per month to $30 or more 
within a few years. Fox Lake Mayor 
William Dam says this will happen 
unless the village receives a Igrant, 
interest-free loan or some other funding 
to expand the Northwest Regional 
Treatment Plant in its community. 

Dam has advised area communities 
served by the Fox Lake plant to begin 
raising monthly charges in $1 and $2 
increments so the ultimate charge will 
not seem so harsh. Served by the plant 
are Hound Lake, Round Lake Beach, 
Round Lake Park, Round Lake 
Heights, Hainesville, the Lakes Region 
Sanitary Dist. and Round Lake 
Sanitary Dist. Lake Villa may also join 
this group as it considers forming a 
separate sanitary district.

"We are very pleased 
to offer environmental 
health services, and 
health promotion ser- 
vices in a location con- 
venient to persons in the 
northwest portion of 
Lake County, now they 
will no longer have to 
travel to Waukegan for 
service," said Dr. Steven

ADULT IMMUNIZATION

Everyone knows the Lm porta net of s childhood Immunization program, but whit about adults? With the success of 
Immunization programs In the United States, there U an Increased risk of unimrounlzed patients reaching adulthood 
without being exposed to the so-called childhood illnesses, such as mumps, measles and rubella. What Tallow* is a 
discussion ofpotential adult Infections and associated immunizations. : *"''.- v '-. ' 

Tatanusanddlptheria: More than 75 cases of tetanus occur annually, virtually all of them in unlmmunized or inade- 
quately immunized adults. Dlptheria Is a very serious upper respiratory infection. Of the reported cases. 60 percent 
were in adults 20 years old ana older. 

For adults who have had proper immunization schedule as a child, a booster every 10 years is required. The booster 
is given as a dlptheria -tetanus toxoid (Td.) Unlrnmunltwf individuals required a series of the vaccine. 

Mumps, measles and rubella: At 15 months of age, most children receive their MMR (mumps, measles and rubella) 
vacdne. All three of these Infections have declined in I nc ide n c e over the past 30 yean due to vaccination programs. 
However, there are periods when outbreaks occur either from importation of the di s e as e or from Doaiflumtmsed in- 
dividuals. For measles, vaccination Is recommended If you were born after ism and never had measles, were never 
vaccinated, or had received the vaccine between 1983 and 1987. 

For mumps, a disease which objectively Involves swelling of the parotid glands (by the law bone), vaccination b 
recc^nmended if you have not been vaccinated, or never had mumps. 

Rubella, or German measles, is a mild viral infection which would be of no consequence, except for its p"*— **■! to 
cause birth defects In mothers exposed during the first trimester of pregnancy. VacxinaUon for rubeliaU reconimend- 
ed for adults, particularly women, unless proof of Immunity Is available. 

It should be noted that if the MMR vacdne was given before one year of age, rrvaccination is recommended. Also, 
this vaccine should not be given to pregnant women, Immune s u ppre ss ed individuals or those allergic to eggs or 

neomycin. 

Polio. Again, because of childhood Immunizations, poliomyelitis is rarely seen today in the United States. If a person 
has never received this vaccine, a series of immunizations U required. Routine polio vaccine, however. U not required 
for adults. Immunization is strongly recommended for adults visiting developing nations, particularly in Africa and 
Asia. This Is done simply by taking one dose of OPV(oral polio vaccine).

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A whole new world-that's what 
awaits youngsters at Camp Lions this 
summer. 

According to John Bock Jr., of 
Belleville, chairman of the Lions state 
coordinating committee on Camp 
Lions, many of the children, ages eight 
to 16, who come from all over the state, 
have, for the most part, led protected 
lives before they came to Camp Lions. 

They have had little or no contact 
with other youngsters their age- 
hearing impaired or sight-impaired, 
outside of school.

They also learn how to care of 
themselves; how to make their own 
beds, clean their cabins and work and 
play together. 

"It's an entirely new experience for 

most of these youths," Bock said. Most 

will come away with a new sense of 

their own importance and with new 

skills, skills which will last their entire 

life. 
Camp Lions is uniquely geared to the 

needs of blind and deaf children. The 
counselors for instance, are all college 
age, many of them with similar im- 
pairments, who are trained to work 
with these special children. Many know 
sign language or can otherwise con- 
verse with the children. They know the 
children's need for love, companinship 
and for a hug now and then. 

Lions have been involved in the camp 
for the last 31 years, first at Raven- 
swood, which is located in Lake Villa, 
and which accommodates children 
primarily from the northern half of the 
state. Then in Camp Lions Touch of 
Nature, near Carbondale, which takes 



children from the southern half of the 
state. . 

Both camps are similar in orien- 
tation, but Touch of Nature is more 
adventure and outdoors oriented, while 
Ravenswood depends more on. 
traditional camping activities such as 
boating, hiking, arts and crafts. Both 
camps are operated by the Lions, 
through the Lions of Illinois Foun- 
dation, the Lion's charitable and 
philanthropic affiliate.

It is not necessary for 
everyone to be familiar with the ter- 
minology unless it influences medical 
care or its cost. There are two words 
that we'll be hearing more often: The 
first is "Cognitive". Put simply, 
cognitive medical care is the part that 
depends 6n the knowledge that the 
doctor has or uses to get you well. He or 
she knows what's wrong with you or can 
order tests that will determine your 
illness and help you. Sometimes this 
takes hours of investigating or study to 
find the right diagnosis. The doctor, a 
family practitioner or internist, usually 
has spent years reaching proficiency; 
the fee, even in prepaid plans, should 
mirror this. 

The second word is "Procedural". 
Put simply,- procedural medicine is 
what the doctor does using a tool or skill 
to get you well. It may be a surgical 
procedure such as removing a gall 
bladder or the use of intricate equip- 
ment to look into a body organ. This 
doctor also spent years learning his 
craft. His fee mirrors the length of time 
it takes, skill, and experience needed 
for performing the procedure. 

When life was less complicated and 
the majority of physicians were general 
practitioners, boundaries between 
cognitive and procedural medicine 



were not drawn as strictly. They did 
both at whatever level of training or 
experience they had achieved. Even 
now, the divisions between the two are 
not like the Berlin Wall. The doctor 
oriented toward doing things with 
scalpel or instrument has to learn how 
to do the procedure and when it is ap- 
propriate. This takes some cognitive 
work, too. The doctor oriented to 
cognitive skills uses hours of time to 
take detailed history, work out of the 
most intricate of diagnoses, and may go 
to the literature to grasp the problem. . 
Usually this doctor can do some 
(diagnostic) procedures that will make 
treatment more appropriate.- Most 
people, if asked, would shrug off a 
question as to the relative value of these 
two distinctive kinds of doctor, saying it 
doesn't matter as long as they get you 
well. This kind of answer is given too 
quickly because people don't really 
believe this. They really think it per- 
fectly reasonable for the man who does 
gall bladder or heart surgery to get 10 
to 50 times more than one who spends a 
week saving someone from a coma. 

An internist friend (cognitive) told 
me that he had spent three hours in the 
operation room helping a surgeon 
(procedural) whose patient, un- 
dergoing a routine procedure, suddenly 
developed a, heart problem that 
threatened life. He followed the 
patient's progress until it was safe to

discharge him. The surgeon's fee was 
six times that of the internist and 
Medicare balked at his reasonable fee. 

"Look, I said, "The world doesn't pay 
for thinking that can't be seen. It pays 
for something that, when done, is 
visible. Those who do things, also think. 
But their work can be -seen. The 
telephone repair man, the carpenter 
and the plumber are examples. A man 
who came out to replace the cable that 
lifts my garage door billed me thirty- 
two dollars (not counting materials). I 
certainly don't begrudge him that; 
everyone, knows services and goods 
have gone up. Then one of our doctors 
on the staff told me that he had been 
making a housecall to an invalid for 
years for twenty dollars. He felt, since 
the patient could afford it, he should 
raise the fee by several dollars. He look 
the precaution to ask Medicare first. 
The response was abrupt and stern. If 
he did this, he would be subject to 
censure or fine. There was implied loss 
of his priveledge to treat Medicare 
patients. The doctor's_fee was frozen 
unfairly. 

This wouldn't interest the ordinary 
person except that is affects us all. 
Anything the government does is, with 
few exceptions, copied by the insurance 
companies, the HMO's or your em- 
ployer. There is a double standard 
here; housecalls are encouraged, but 
here discouraged - by this behavior. 



Housecalls are usually cognitive. We 
need both the cognitive and the 
procedural doctors for good medical 
care. They don't want to quarrel 
because Medicare people act like a well 
known tv commercial instigating a 
bellegerance between two sides that 
yell stridently that the brew is "better 
tasting or less filling". Primary care 
physicians (internists and family 
practitioners) would like fairness in 
fees because they spend hours on the 
patient that go unrecognized. Surgeons 
certainly would go along with that but 
don't want their fees lowered to ac- 
commodate their colleagues. The 
Medicare payers want to cut the fees of 
both. 

Musings.' Harvard University is 
working on a relative value scale in 
cooperation with 100 other groups at- 
tempting to arrive at a fair allotment of 
fees. Not yet reported, there already 
are whispers of it not being even- 
handed. If some super agency made 
such decisions it would go astray as 
have others, never satisfying anyone. 
Relative Value Scale (RVS) will be 
used only to insist that, they are the 
same. Most of us are uncomfortable 
with that thought. In our hearts we'd 
like to believe that as individuals we 
should get personalized care and not 
have it decreed beforehand. Becoming 
familiar with the two words will help us 
understand fees,.

Shortage of nurses exceeded by shortage of health pros 



The American Society of Allied 
Health Professionals (ASAHP) reports 
that a serious and intractable shortage 
of qualified health care personnel is one 
of the most critical problems the health 
care system must face in. the years 
ahead.

offensive. By describing the missing portions in lurid detail 
and inflaming the imaginations of his listeners, panel 
moderator Bob Larsen was able to create the impression 
that Idol had produced a pornographic work of horrifying 
dimensions. . - ■ 

You're probably wondering which scenes were omitted: 
several quick shots of young women dressed in leather out- 
fits, and a cut in which Idol's longtime girlfriend, Perri 
Lister, is hoisted onto a Plexiglas cross. I can understand 
how some people may be offended by this sort of thing, 
but, after all that's what the channel selector is for. 

* * * 
When The Beatles stopped playing music almost 20 years 
ago, they also stopped licensing products, so for two decades 
there have been no Beatle products whatsoever. Even now, 
Apple Co. executives consented only after determining that 
the art prints being offered by Targeted Communications 
maintained the artistic integrity of The Beatles' work. 
Twelve original album covers are featured from Please 
Please Me (1963) to Let It Be (1970), plus an anthology print 
which includes all twelve. For $20 you can have a new 
Beatles print staring at you from across your living room, 
as opposed to a multi-thousand dollar Warhol can of Camp- 
bell's soup. (Not even Chunky!)

highway litter ground 



Set for spring and summer? Weary of 
winterish weather? 

The time has come, it appears, for the 
motorist to set sights on the springtime 
scene and head for the open road. 

AH too often, however, he is greeted 
by a bleak blight instead of flora and 
fauna. 

Litter. That's what the motorist finds. 
All sorts of it. Auto jacks, broken bot- 
tles, spark plugs, cigarette butts, soft 
drink cans, fast food wrappers, empty 
anti-freeze containers, car hoods, 
disposable cups* newspapers, gloves, 
half-used jars. 

A limitless list, literally. Picking up 
such litter is a large and endless task. 
For the last month, the Dept. of 
Transportation has been getting some 
help from Workfare forces and state 
prison inmates. 

Indications are that this year's litter 
pickup totals will equal those of last 
year. During 1987, selected prisoners 
picked up 104,337 trash bags of litter 
from the state's highways throughout 
Illinois. That reflects a total of 59,672 
inmate man hours along a total of 5,462 
miles of highways. 

In Northeastern Illinois alone— Cook, 
Lake, McHenry, DuPage, Kane and 
Will Counties— the totals were 71,662 
trash bags, 26,072 inmate man hours 
and 828 highway miles. 

Despite such continuing cleanup 
efforts, the pesky problem persists. In 
an effort to resolve it, the Dept. of 
Transportation has requested extra 
enforcement from the Illinois State 
Police and the Chicago Police Dept. 



There are exisiting laws requiring 
trucks to be property loaded or 
covered, and stricter enforcement of 
laws governing truck load littering 
continues to besought. 

Anyone who sees trucks dropping 
litter is asked to contact the Dept. of 
Transportation to report it and identify 
the truck by company name and license 
number. The telephone number is 
(312)705-4161. 

The same phone number can be used 
to report persons dumping debris, onto 
expressway rights-of-way from ad- 
joining neighborhood areas. 

A lot of the litter, it appears, is 
discarded by motorists who regard the 
roadside as a free dumping ground. 

It's not free! It costs the state an 
estimated $5 million a year in labor and 
equipment to clean it up. That tab is in 
addition to what it costs cities, villages, 
townships and other governmental 
units to clear out the trash in their 
areas. 

That's money out of the taxpayers' 
pockets. It's money that could be used 
for filling potholes, resurfacing roads, 
repairing bridges or taking care of 
road-related needs. 

Most people would not throw money 
out the window. But every time they 
toss a bottle or a sack, or whatever, out 
the car window they are— literally- 
throwing away tax money. 

Of course the answer is obvious: 

Don't throw anything onto the roadside. 

Illinois law prohibits the disposing of 

"offensive matter" along the roadways 

of the state.

Tell Health Dept. 
where animals roam 



With the summer season almost here, 
more dogs and cats are running loose. 

The Animal/Rabies Control Program 
of the Lake County Health Dept, wants 
to know about -areas in the county 
having problems with stray animals. 

Residents are urged to call (312)526- 
5336, or stop by the animal shelter in the 
Lakewood Forest Preserve, Rte. 176, 
west of Fairfield Rd. (two miles east of 
Wauconda) to discuss animal problems 
in their neighborhoods. In areas of the 
county's jurisdiction, animal wardens 
provide early morning and evening 
patrols for stray animals. Complaints 



from areas covered by municipal 
agreements will be referred to the 
appropriate municipal agency. 

Owners of dogs or cats should make 
certain their pets are vaccinated 
against rabies. The Lake County rabies 
control ordinance requires all dogs and 
cats have a Lake County rabies tag 
attached to their collar at all times as 
proof of vaccination status. The tags 
are available from the Health Dept. and 
from certain municipalities upon 
presentation of the vaccination cer- 
tificate obtained from a veterinarian.

The.exact day when it happened is not 
that important.

Lake County High Schools are taking 
steps to put some 'bounce' back in high 
school track and field. 

Grayslake High School has joined 
other area schools in replacing the old 
cinder ash running surface track with a 
new all-weather rubber track. "The old 
cinder tracks are just too difficult and 
time consuming to maintain anymore," 
said Grayslake High School Business 
Manager Dave Bonner. "Plus with 
everyone else running metric distan- 
ces, a 440 yard track is getting out- 
dated," Bonner said, referring to the 
area trend of installing the new rubber 
tracks. 

Lake Zurich, Antioch and Grayslake 
High Schools are all running on new 
surfaces this year and are soon to be 
followed by Wauconda High School, 
which Has just awarded a contract for 
construction of a new track. 

The new tracks are made up of layers 
of shredded tire material from old tires, 
according to Bonner. "Its a ground-up 
type of rubber component. The process 
is somewhat amazing," he explained. 



'spring' up 

"They freeze the tire rubber and then 
crush it and remove all the steal belt 
material, from it.; Then its all melted 
down and mixed together into the final 
surface material." 

Bonner believes that this new sur- 
face, which is quite "bouncy" to even 
walk on, may even be responsible for 
some students running faster times in 
everything from gym classes to track 
meets. "We've definitely noticed a 
difference in kids' times. All the 
physical education fitness times are 
improved; the" kids run faster on it. 
Whether the difference is psychological 
or not, 1 don't know. But they are 
running faster." 

"In the last few years, before we got 
this track we had to schedule most of 
our meets away because we either 
didn't have enough lanes or we weren't 
able to get any cinder to put down on the 
track. Cinder is very hard to find these 
days," Bonner explained. "One year, 
however, we went out of our way to 
schedule a certain meet here because 
we knew our track would slow the other 
team down." He added that the metric 



at local high schools 



conversion of other school's tracks also 
made Grayslake unqualified to hold 
somemeets. 

Safety was also a concern in the 
school's decision to install the new all- 
weather surface. Often times runners 
either lose their balance or trip and fall 
down in the course of a race. The cinder 
particles which made up the older 
surfaces were very coarse and could 
easily cause cuts, embedding the cinder 
particles in an athlete's leg. 

The rubber track material was also 
applied to the pole-vault and triple- 
jump runways as well as the shot-put 
area at Grayslake. 

According to Bonner, it took almost 
three days to prepare the old cinder 
track for an upcoming meet. "We just 
couldn't properly maintain it anymore. 
The surface had to be rolled down, lane 
lines had to be marked before every 
meet and grooves had to be cut for 
them. Now, with the new surface, we'll 
attend to re-colorization of the lines 
about eight to ten years down the line." 

Lake Zurich High School, which just 
dedicated its track in a ribbon cutting 



ceremony held this spring, requested a 
red surface be applied to their track. 
Wauconda High School, on the other 
hand, has opted not to add any 
colorization to their surface, deciding 
instead to leave the rubber track black. 

Wauconda cited the additional cost of 
the colorization and "the historic 
problems with the quality of colored 
track . surfaces," according to 
Wauconda School Dist. 118 Ar- 
chitectural Consultant Kerry Leonard. 
Leonard recommended to the District 
school board that the contract for 
construction of their track be awarded 
to a Woodstock paving company at a 
cost of $128,000. Grayslake High School, 
which has been running on their surface 
for a couple months now, has a green 
track to match the school's colors. 

Bonner encourages all residents to 
come over to the high school and use the 
track. "Its one of the better tracks in 
the county and its there to be used. 
Residents, by all means are invited to 
come run on it. That's what it is there 
for."
